Economy Club 
Holds Meeting 

Paternal Policies 

Discussed 

In Open Forum 

Or. Frances Alexander, associate 
professor in the Department of 
Psychology, gave a speech on "Mo- 
tivation in Industry", at the first 
meeting of the Political Economy 
Club, last night. The speech was 
followed by music, refreshmcnb, 
and an "open forum" discussion. 

Ur. Alexander emphasized the 
importance on personnel coopera- 
tion in factories. She cited a num- 
ber of cases, that showed, how em- 
ployees, working under bad cun- 
ditions, but feeling, thai the 
management depended upon them, 
kept up maximum production all 
the time. One such example was 
England during the blitz. Other 
examples were taken from test ex- 
periments, at various factories. 

Dr. Alexander told of psychologi- 
cal aid and guidance in factories. 
She cited the case of one worker, 
who could not submit to a fore- 
man's authority. After psychologi- 
cal examination it was discovered 
that the foreman represented to 
him, his father, an extremely harsh 
and unpleasant man, that the 
worker had hated. 

At the open forum following, 
"The advcntages and disadvantages 
of paternal management policies" 
were discussed.

By chance 
she was recruited to manage a rush 
job and to help in the darkroom. 
The results were good and almost 
ovcrnigh*. she became a well-known 
photographer. She persevered with 
the difficult theory work and has 
now covered many assignments. 
Among these were the two Quebec 
conferences where she was the 
only official woman reporter.

of the executive that all stu- 
dents will be canvassed. Men 
students who are taking mili- 
tary training will receive en- 
rollment cards while on parade 
while those who arc not taking 
military training will receive 
cards at the regular Health 
Lecture to bo held next Tues- 
day at 5.00 p.m. for first and 
second year students. Women 
students^ also in first and sec- 
ond year will receive their 
cards at the Healtli Lecture. 
Third and fourth women year 
student will receive their cards 
from their class presidents Any- 
one who has not been contact- 
ed, it was stated by the ex- 
ecutive, may get cards by ap- 
plying at Ihe Union Tuck Shop 
or Janitor's Office in tlie En- 
gineering and Arts Building. 

Two types of cards will be is- 
sued, the executive stated. Stu- 



dents over twenty-one years of 
ago will receive regular enrol- 
ment card.s which may be hand- 
ed in at the next C.O.T.C. par- 
ade or Health Lecture, while 
those under twenty-one years 
of age will get cards which re- 
quire their parents' consent. 
The e.Nccutive stated that the 
latter arc to be handed over in 
two weeks' time. 

A member of the executive 
gave information that any stu- 
dent under the age limit of 
seventeen and a halt should 
write this on his card so he 
may be contacted later in tiic 
year, or if he is already regis- 
tered at the Blood Donor Clinic, 
he should state this on liis card. 

It was emphasized by the 
board that all cards should be 
returned to where the receptor 
got them. The Clinic will con- 
tact all who register at a later 
date. 

Folders will be given out con- 
taining facts about donating 
blood which, the Clinic feels, 

might be of interest to the 
donor, and various speakers 
will address students at CO. 
T.C. parades and Health Lcc- 
■tures.

Changes Planned 
Ât Queen's 

Five Years Intramural, 
One of Clinical Works; 
Pre«med Period Ousted 



Kingston, Oct. 27— (C.U.P.)— In a 
special issue of the Queen's Jour- 
nal, it was announced that as a 
result of a new plan which has 
already been put into effect, a de- 
gree in medicine will be obtained 
after five years intramural and one 
year's clinical work. 

Putting this plan through neces- 
sitated a number of changes so that 
ail pre-clinical work might be com- 
pleted by the end of the third year 
Organic Chemistry which previous- 
ly had been a second, year course 
has now been shifted to first year 
making it possible for Biocheiiiis 
try and Pharmacology to be tai;cn 
in the second and third years re. 
speclively. With ail laboratory worl; 
completed, it is liopcd that the stu- 
dent will be better able to cope 
with clinical subjects during the 
fourth and fifth years. 

This new plan will obviate the 
necessity of pre-mcdicai courst-t as 
such, and the Journal, continues to

It is well that this 
should be so in a democratic world. However, 
when ideas like this one tend to crash the gate 
of the average run of student communities, 
one has to offer a silent prayer that it be 
charitably judged and justly accepted. 

Now, a student ncw.?papcr represents the 
best pooling of brains on a university campus. 
It also records and summarizes the cultural 
and religious and spiritual and patriotic life 
of that self-same university campus. The uni- 
versity authorities arc also deeply interested 
in the college newspaper, because it gives them 
a whole and truthful • conspectus and cross- 
section of student life and student affairs and 
student reaction. 

However, in the partnership of university 
corporate existence the graduate plays an im- 
portant part. He is, or would like to be, in- 
formed of what's going on on the old campus. 
So far, the McGill graduate does get that 
splendidly edited "McGill News", but it is to 
be noted, in the nature of things, that he does 
not get the story of student action and reac- 
tion. • ■ 

It is submitted by us that ways and means 
should be explored so as to have all I^IcGill 
graduates, whether members of the organized 
graduates' body or not, to receive the McGill 
Daily. This would, in our opinion, be an ex- 
tremely constructive move, and would tend 
towards attaining complete university co- 
ordination, co-operation, and collaboration, 
And poDsolidatipn. 




National Influences on Dress 

The power ot a government to control, if not 
always to inspire, the apparently vagrant liberties 
ol fashion is a iascinating subject for observation. 
When a regulation comes out stating that hence- 
forth skirts may be only .so wide around the hem, 
and that only the bride can buy a floor-length 
gown and that five shades of nailpolish is the limit, 
then a metamorphosis comes over fashion that not 
even the clothing regulator's wife can do much 
about it. The apparent terror that hangs over a 
woman, lest she meet herself on the street (i.e. sec 
another woman with the same dress on as she is 
wearing) becomes a commonplace fact, and even 
a terribly fashion-conscious woman learns to be 
happy if she doesn't bump into herself more than 
live times in a single block on St. Catherine street. 
The lengths to which this interesting phenomenon 
has driven women arc astonishing. They find they 
cannot get an absolutely "original", so, being women, 
they go to the opposite extreme, and wear the most 
common of all dresses . . . the plain blaclt gown. 
It is even unofficially reported that in their eftort 
to look smart, though inhibited by regulation5, 
many women have joined the armed forces. Whe- 
ther or not this recruiting method is widely cdec- 
tive, it is still sound fashion theory. 

But the government not only controls or limits 
such things as nylon stockings and clastic under- 
garments, it also, in its own way, inspires fashion 
creations. The dress with the side and front drape 
was a successful compromise to make up for the 
disappearance of generous pleats. The Jaunty three- 
quarter length coats turned out an acceptable way 
ol saving fabric and fur and "the flattering short 
evening dress would never have appeared as a 
praiseworthy mutation, if the stores had been 
stocked with formais that reached to the ground. 
In hair styles, too, we find the trend toward boy- 
ishly-bobbed hair to be a result ot certain regula- 
tions governing the women's forces. 

On the whole the war has made for a moic 
simple and not unattractive style of dress. The 
marriage and personal chal-m of a woman becomes 
doubly important when she cannot rely on her 
clothes for complete reassurance and individuality. 

But it is not only war that causes national In- 
flucnces on drc.^s. In many of the Asiatic coun- 
tries, the religious or political trend of a country 
will dictate the dress of its people. In Turkey, lor 
instance, the top man in his attempt to westernize 
(i.e. industrialize) the country, forbade the wear- 
ing of the fez, and decreed that men must wear 
a hat with a much sm.iller pedigree, the fedora. 
In Russia, once upon a time, Peter the Great 
ordered all his courtiers to cut off their beards, 
feeling more or less that when it comes to mechan- 
izing a nation, you can't tell a capable man by his 
beard. The covering of the face in Mohammedan 
countries, the length ot a dreis in some American 
towns in the mid-west and the signs forbidding 
the wearing of beach clothes in most cities and 
towns are all the result of social mores that have 
been supported by the law. 

The institution of substitutes or "Erzatze" is 
another result ot covernmcnt regulations. One of 
the most important fabrics that will evolve from 
this war is rayon. Made from special chemicals 
found in wood, rayon has been the object of con- 
siderable research, until now it rivals linen, cotton 
and silk in its durability, its washability and its 
bëanty. 

But possibly the most amusing and instructive 
example of how a national mood affects clothing 
came in 1920. In the days before the crash, the 
gambling spirit was everywhere. People were opli- 
mlstlc, sell-confident and daring. And the skirts 
reached their all-time high simultaneously with 
the stock exchange. Came the crash: Spirits drop- 
ped and so did skirts. It was as if women, in col- 
laboration . with the business world, wanted a pro- 
tective shell in which they could take stock oi 
themselves and see exactly where they stood.

Vive De Gaulle 

A Canadian Press dispatch date, 
lined Paris, Oct. 28, reads as fol 
lows: 

"The de Gaulle government has 
taken steps to curtail the activities 
of the Spanish 'Maquis' on the froH' 

tier of their former homeland. 

"A frontier zone 10 miles deep 
has been established, and the Span- 
ish Republicans will not be allowed 
to enter this zone. The 'Maquis' arc 
also being forced to relinquish the 
Spanish consulates which they had 
taken over in Southern France. 

"At present, there arc approxi- 
mately 40,000 Spanisl^ Republicans 
in France. They will be granted the 
status of 'political refugees,' the 
same status accorded to White Rus- 
sians and German Jews. Through 
these steps, France wishes to make 
sure that her territory will not be- 
come a base for the revolt against 
the BYanco regime." 

According to a CP. dispatch of 
the previous day, "La France 
Libre," an organ of the Fighting 
French Movement in Paris, 'wrote: 

"France has nothing against 
Franco. Let us be frank. Franco 
stood in . great debt to Hitler and 
Mussolhii, and he has stood letting 
them go down to defeat without 
lifting a finger." 

The situation is now quite clear. 
The "great" de Gaulle is anxious 
to prevent the nucleus of the 
Spanish People's Movement from 
bringing the great mass of anti- 
Fascist Spaniards to arms against 
the butcher Franco and all he re- 
presents. This is the reward which 
the 40,000 stalwarts are to get for 
having so ably assisted the French 
Resistance Movement for 4 long 
years — believing as they did that 
the struggle of the French people 
against oppression was the cause of 



all liberty-seeking people through- 
out the world. The F.P.L, which, 
out of its deepest gratitude, had gi- 
ven the Spanish "Maquis" facilities 
for setting up headquarters in Tou- 
louse, has now been merged with 
the regular French army — a very 
clever trick — and is powerless to 
iielp its 'comrades-in-arms. 

This also throws an interesting 
light oil the recognition of de Gaulle 
by the Big Three and their sa- 
tellites. For a time they feared that 
his nationalism would bring him at 
loggerheads with their plans for 
world hegemony. This is Just one 
of many incidents which show that 
dc Gaulle — a former member of 
the French Fascist movement "Croix 
de Feu" — far from being a radical 
is not even a liberal, and the Big 
Three need have no further doubts 
.ibout him. If the people of France 
want to prevent such a reactionary 
regime from being Imposed upon 
them, they may yet have to adopt 
the slogan of their Spanish brethren 
against Franco: "Ariba trabajo! 
Abajo de Gaulle!"

They will 
have to play a large part in the dis- 
cussion at such a conference, but 
wc should not forget that it is no 
good planning if wc do not know 
to what purpose we arc planning. 

We students can only have a real 
influence on University life, if wc 
know what kind of education wc 
want. Therefot>e I would suggest 
that one of the most important 
things which a student conference 
at McGill should do, is to clarify 
the thinking of students on the pur- 
pose of their education. Only then 
will it be possible to build a really 
effective National Students Union. 

Such a conference might be led 
off by addresses by one or several 
prominent speakers, followed by 
student discussion. It would also be 
very valuable to have the coopera- 
tion of some members of the 
faculty.

swept the Liberals out so decisively 
that the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation Party, better 
known as the C.C.F., won all but 
four seats. 

However, the province oordcring 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, with prac- 
tically the same economic prob- 
b 1 c m s , resoundingly re-elected 
young Premier Manning Social 
Credit, for the third time since 193S. 
The late' "Bill" Aberhart's parly 
once more proved that a sincere 
government with no principles ex- 
cept "Do what you can, and do it 
well" was what the people of that 
far western province wanted. 

On August 8th of this year. New 
Brunswick rc-clcctcd the Liberal 
Administration with a vast majority 
while the Progressive-Conservative 
and the C.C.F. hoped that the peo- 
ple would take to their programs. 
Once more it seemed a case of per- 
sonalities: the people liked Premier 
John McNnir and they expressed It 
at the polls. 

Quebec, always a problem child, 
turned its head away from the most 
progressive administration it ever 
had, and elected Maurice Duplcs- 
sis's autonomy, no-conscription, al- 
roady-too-much-war-effort party. 
The defeated Liberal Government 
had during its four years created 
many progressive laws. They gave 
the women of the province a vote; 
they made education compulsory to 
the age of sixteen; they took over 
the monopolistic Montreal Light 
Heat and Power Company, and re- 
duced the cost of light, heat, and 
electricity for the people of Que- 
bec. The main plank that the oppo- 
sition used on August 8th, was "the 
Liberals are selling out Quebec to 
the rest of Canada", when in reality 
Mr. Godbout was quietly and effi- 
ciently putting Quebec behind the 
total Canadian War Effort. One 
other Parly in Quebec, "Bloc Po- 
pulaire", which reminds one of the 
Rightist Parties in France before 
the war, received 30% of the votes, 
but only managed to elect four 
members to the ninety seat Legis- 
lature. 

There will be a national election 
this winter or next spring as Pre- 
mier King has stated that he does 
not wish to extend the Parliamen- 
tary Session longer than the Con-

MORE TROniY STUFF 
One of the most beautiful pieces of sculpture by the noted artist, 
R. Tait McKcnzic. who h;ippcns to bo a grjidiiatc of McGill, has been 
made into a trophy for Inlcifaculty Gymnastics. Donated by the class 
of *04, the figure represents the ideal college athlete about to lest 
the strength of his grip. The mcDsuremcnts of four hundred students, 
distinguished in athletic sports, were compiled to obtain the por- 
portlons. 

Fencing has two trophies up for competition, one for individual 
and one for team competition in the Inlcrcollcsiatc field. Botli con- 
sist of two fencers with swords crossed, set for the match, and arc 
rcmarlcable worlcs. The team trophy was presented by the U. of T. 
A.A. in 1038, and was won by McGlll in '38 and '40, by Toronto in 
1939. The other was donated by the same group and was taltcn by 
Garcia of Toronto In 1938 and 1939, and by I. T. Smith o£ McGill in 
1040. 

ENGLISH UNIVERSITIES IN SKI MEET 
The Laurcntian-Engadlne Trophy was presented to the slci clubs 
of Oxford, Cambridge and McGill by Alexander Keller in memory 
of the visit of the noted English Universities to Canada in 1932. It 
•was won in 1932 by Oxford and Cambridge with the meet 
being held here. The winners got 100 points in the slalom and 90 in 
the langlauf, while McGill got 88 in the former event and 100 in the 
latter. "The return meet was won by the same club by a very small 
margin. 

There arc two trophies for harrier in the university's possession. 
One is the Montreal District Harrier League Trophy for the Junior 
Cross-Country Champion. In the meet held^on Oct 21, 1905, McGiU 
won, the team consisting of Konyon. Wright, Kerr, Elliott, , Vipond 
and Bricgcl. The otlier is a trophy presented to the Canadian Inter- 
collegiate Harrier Union for annual competition by H. R. Little in 
1910. It was won by Toronto. 15 times, by McGill, 8 times, by R.M.C., 
twice, while one meet ended in a tie between Toronto and McGill. 
THREE TRACK TROPIilES 

••The Sprinter", another sculpture by H. Tall McKenzic. has been 
offered for competition in the Intercollegiate Track Meet. Donated 
by the students of McGill in 1905, It has been won by McGill 20 times 
and by Toronto 11 times. It has been put away since 1939. 

The second is the Warren Memorial Trophy for annual competi- 
tion ill the Intcrfaculty Half-mile race. Started in 1934, it was talten 
by the renowned Phil Edwards twice, by E. \\. Pounder once and by 
L. M. Coolte three times. Again, this has not been used since 1039. 

The McGill University Track Club Trophy was presented by Dr. 
Frank D. Adams for annual Inter-year competition In 1924. The Meds 
walkqd off with it ten times. Arts three times, Science twice and the 
Engineers once. 

LAST GASPS 

The golfers were the recipients of the Dr. B. J. Harrington 
Trophy for annual competition between the professors and students. 
Presented by Dr. F. M. G. Johnson in 1030. It has been won about 

an equal number of times by the contesting individual students and 
staff members. Last offered in 1938, it was copped by student Art 
Bcrube with a 78. 

A hockey trophy, presented by Pierre Bcaubicn, Esq.. manager 
of Frontenac Breweries for annual competition between McGill and 
the U. of M., was won by the Rcdmen in 1032-3-4, and so became the 
possession of McGill. 

Tlic McGill A.A. Faculty Trophy was presented by the Graduate 
Society in 1894. Offered for Intcrclass competition in basketball after 
1900, and for Intcrfaculty ofaler 1925. It was won by Arts 5 times, 
by Meds 4 times, and by Engineers 3 times. 

The University Athletic Association also presented a trophy for 
Intcrfaculty Hockey. The Meds took it 7 times and the Engineers 5 
times. Offered lor the first time since 1940 lost year it was taken by 
Engineering, the class of '47. 

The latest donation has been a trophy in honor and mcmoiy of 
F.O. Bill Sprcnger. Given by H. E. Herschorn in" February, 1941 and 
has not been up for competition yet. It will be offered for swimming. 
Bill's favorite sport, and one in which he excelled as a competitor.
